Another has b a stable near his 
saloon, put up some bunks, calls his place a

While men of this 
sort are pretending to be free from anxiety con- 
ecrning what the Corporation Attorney, Mr. 
Mundy, or Oliver Colter will do, their frequent 
reference to these persons betray a degree of 
concern they cannot hide.

The e ft 
Austrians are evidently afraid that, in case ' * geln b 
of war, theres may be a change of territorial e 
status, and fear that if the Russians get i 
across the Danube and sweep down through 
Bulgaria, they may absorb everything down 
to the Balkan Mountains, and perhaps some- 
thing beyond them, in which case she would 
be compelled to take Herzegovina and Bos- 
nia in self-defense, rather than have Russia 
swallow them. The movement to occupy 
these two provinces, however, must of ne- 
cessity involve Austria in new complications 
at home. It would change the centre of 
gravity and bring the Sclaves to the front, 
outnumbering the Magyars, and constituting 
the prominent element of the population 
and the controlling element in the Govern- 
ment. The two combined would of course 
almost completely overshadow Northern or 
German Austria, the issue of which, sooner 
or later, would be the secession of the Ger- 
man element to Germany, thus leaving 
Austria to be split again between the Sclave 
and the Magyar. The situation of Austria, 
therefore, as will be seen at a glance, isa 
very peculiar one. She would like to occupy 
ths Sclavic provinces, and yet is afraid to do 
it. It is a strong temptation, and yet if she

Daily News from Rome represents that the 
Vatican (meaning the College of Cardinals 
or Papal Cabinet) is elated at the prospect 
of war, and ardently hopes the Russians 
may gain some preliminary advantages, in 
which case it has persuaded itself that the 
war would become general.” Admitting, 
what is by no means certain, that the war 
becomes general, what then? How is it to 
help the Vatican, or advance the interests of 
the Papacy? If the war does not involve 
Italy, and there is no reason why it should, 
it ‘can have no effect upon the Vatican. As 
long as Italy is at peace, the slatus quo of 
the Papscy must remain. The only hope 
that the Vatican can have is that some- 
thing may happen to drive the Italian 
Government out of Rome, and thus restore 
it to the Church. There is no danger of this 
kind, however, likely to happen. The 
Italian army and the Italian people are alike 
willing that the Pope shall remain in Rome, 
and they have no intention of interfering 
with his occupation, and there is no nation 
in Europe likely to interfere with the Italian 
Government’s position, since, if Italy makes 
any alliance whatever, it: will be with the 
stronger side, in the hope of recovering 
some of her territory. Who is to interfere 
in behalf of the Papacy? Certainly not 
Russia, who has no affiliation with it, and 
certainly not Germany, who is ita most 
formidable enemy. France will take no part 
in the war at all. Her Parliament is almost 
unanimously opposed to it. Her Exposition 
set for next year is an indication that she in- 
tends to keep the peace. The very sentimentof 
revenge against Germany that animates her 
people would lead her to keep out of the con- 
test and bide her time until Germany had 
become exhausted by a great war. Austria, 
always conservative, will not interfere in the 
interests of the Vatican. The Emperor has 
already defined his intentions in his letter to 
the Pope refusing to give him any hope that 
such might be the case in the future. Aus- 
trig has too much to look after to bother it- 
self about the Papaty. The conflicting in- 
terests of her dual Government will rage 
more violently than ever if there should be a 
general war. There is no gain for the Pa- 
pacy by any war except in seeing the Turks 
expelled from Europe. If the Vatican has 
any hope at all in the premises, it is probably 
the hope that in some mysterious manner a 
general war may result in the emancipation 
of the Greek Christians and their return to 
the fold of Rome.

Of the following ten 
years—from 1857 to 1867—three were under 
the old protective system and seven under 
the system of free trade; the treaty of com- 
merce was made with England in 1860, and 
reciprocity was speedily. established with 
Belgium, Italy, Austria, and Germany, also 
by treaty. During these ten years the in- 
crease of the foreign trade was 68 per cent. 

Prior to the commercial treaty with Great | 
Britain, which was almost forced on France, 
the protection fallacy had taken as strong a 
hold on the French people as it has in this 
country. Advantages were attributed to it, 
as among us, which came from other condi- 
tions and circumstances. The French 
gained in material prosperity during the 
long peace which prevailed throughout Eu- 
rope, and by the return to industrial and 
productive pursuits of a large population 
that had been mere consumers in time of 
war. The growth of trade, the extension 
of improvements, the development plan, 
were something like the American experi- 
ence during the nine years following the 
close of the War of the Rebellion, with the 
difference that, American enterprise and 
growth were abnormally rapid and specula- 
tive, while the enterprise and growth in 
France were the fruits of increased produc- 
tion. The improvement was the result of 
productive instead of unproductive invest- 
ments, but it was accomplished rather in 
spite of than on account of the high-tariff 
system, as subsequent events proved. 

Of course the Protectioni#ts of France, 
who were proportionately more numerous 
and influential than the Protective class in 
the United States to-day, cried out against 
the abandonment of the system and proph- 
esied the most frightful disaster. There was 
the same gabble about the British gold and 
pauper labor to which the American ear has 
become accustomed. The French farmer 
was to be ruined in being deprived of the 
protection of a graduated duty on grain, in- 
tended to assure him a sale at no matter 
what price before foreign grain should come 
in to compete. Yet, from 1857 to 1870 (free 
trade prevailing during the last ten years of 
that time), the area of cultivated land in- 
creased, the prices of grain were maintained 
steadily, and the yield per acre was largely 
augmented. So the French cattle-raisers 
were to be ruined; but, instead of that, the 
price of meat has risen in the face of a grow- 
ing importation of cattle from a value of 
$11,000,000 annually in 1860 to $34,000,000 
in 1872. In Paris alone the consumption of 
meat increased 20 per cent between the 
years 1860 and 1866, though the population 
during the same period increased less than 
2 percent. English iron and coal, admitted 
without duty, were to close the rolling-mills 
and foundries, and compel the abandonment 
of French coal-mining altogether. Yet the 
French production of pig-iron increased 
from 923,200 tons in 1856 to 1,217,838 tons 
in 1872; of railroadron from 568,700 tons 
to 754,381 tons; of natural steel there was 
an increased production of 600 per cent; of 
cast-steel nearly 100 per cent; of coal, the 
quantity mined in France in 1874 was double 
that mined in 1856, and the price had in- 
creased appreciably. An item which is even 
more significant is that in 1856 the horse- 
power of the steam-engines used in France 
was 405,686, while that of 1872 was 924,045. 

But not only did the introduction of free 
trade fail to ruin the home industry, as was 
predicted, but it opened up new channels for 
French products. The exportation of French 
wines nearly doubled in amount between | 
1859 and 1874. The exportation of French 
silk goods in 1858 was $75,720,000, and in 
1875 it had risen to $96,822,400. Even in 
cotton and woolen goods, where it was ex- 
pected France would suffer especially by

It would be possible to form an estimate of 
the mass of the meteor without an analysis, or 
a knowledge of its velocity, if its size were 
known. The average density of all the meteoric 
masses thus far found in the United States is 
about 3%, or a little more than that of the 
moon. Some metallic masses have been found 
of much greater density, but, as stated in our 
article, they had probably parted with a great 
deal of much less deuse material—etripped off 
in the rapid flight through the air.

A Cawardly Contractor, Accused by an Edi- 
tor of Bribery, Hires Two Mercenaries and 
Attacks the Editor In the Streets of Phila- 
deiphia— Ridiculous Pusillanimity of the 
Assaulitng Party.

PuILADELPula, Pa, April 16.—Philadelphia 

was thrown into a spasm of excitement this 
morning by an assault upon Col. Alex. McClure, 
editor of the Times, by Nat McKay, whom the 
Times has repeatedly denounced as a plundering 
naval contractor. McKay has brougut seven- 
teen suits, civil and criminal, against the Times 
for libel, but only one has been tried, and in 
that the jury disagreed. his morning. Mr. 
McClure published evidence Goire to chow tia 
McKay had corrupted and suborned certain 
naval contractors who had the approval of his 
contracts. This documentary evidence em- 
braced several receipted bills for board, 
liquor, and cigars, furnihsed Constructor Lortt 
on McKay’s account and paid for by the latter. 
The assault took place on Chestnut street ir 
the middle of the day, when that thoroughfare 
was thronged with people. Col. McClure was 
walking along with ex-Goy. Curtin, entirely 
without apprehension of danger. Neither of 
them noticed the stalwart form of McKay until 
he had come square up aloagside of Col. Me- 
Cure. His face flushed and paled as he said, 
with some profanity: “I will settle with you 
now, myself.“ As he spoke he drew from

Boston, April 14.—“ I want to move all New 
England.” So said Moody when I was calling 
upon him within a week after his arrival. Why 
not? He knew who bad sent him. He knew 
what strength would supplement his own weak- 
ness. He knew who had been in his work across 
the sea, in Philadelphia, in New York, and in 
the city of his adoption. Boston might 
have all the pride of intellect, all 
the cold, self-satisied philosophy, all the 
callousness of rationalistic controversy with 
which she had been charged; nevertheless, he 
foresaw rivers of salvation which would fiow 
in and around all intrenchments of greed, of 
unbelief, of vice, of vanity, and bring the 
proud, hardened city on ber knees before the 
Cross. 

The eleventh week of the work is now in 
progress, and what was faith to Moody is 
vision, to a great extent, with us who help or 
look on with candid inquiry. ) 

Some of its salient and hopeful features are: 

1. The stage of mere curiosity is largey past.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
| THE BATON TRACT. 

At the afternoon session Edward M. Barnard pre- 
seuted a copy of a document relating to the Eaton 
tract.

We have difficulty in understanding how Mr. 
Dunham could suppose our testimony before 
the Committee could give the impression that the 
present South Park law was advocated by him. 


This was all the ‘‘ witness said: 

Mr. J. H. Dunham, after he came home from Fu- 
rope, was the man who converted witness to a betief in 
the need and usefulness of a system of ks and boule- 
vards around Chicago, to be laid out before the price of 
outside land rose too high.” 

Tris of course refers to conversations had with 
Mr. Danham in 1866: whereas the present Park 
act was not passed until 1869. A Park bill was 
passed in 1867, submitted to a vote of the people, 
and rejected, mainly because, if we remember 
correctly, it did not describe the boundaries of the 
proposed parks and boulevards. The second bill 
supplied this omission, and was ratified by ‘*a 
large majority. 

Mr. Dunbam asks us to pablish the original 
bill and diagram furnished Tus Tune by him in 
1866." The cut exhibiting the diagram was con- 
sumedin the Chicago fire with other Tuarmunxe 
printing materials, and therefore we cannot pub- 
lish it; bat Mr. Dunham's scheme can be easily 
described. The diagram was an outline map of the 
city, showing a wide strip of territory extending 
around three sides of the city, which it was pro- 
posed to condemn. We copy the section describ- 
ing the land to be taken in:
